A  study  of  the  Vital  Statistics  show  that  there  has  been  a: 
increase  in  both  the  Birth  Rate  and  the  Death  Rateo  The  Birr.h  Ra'*";- 
was  13o6l  per  1,000  population  (13°H  in  19&C0  and  the  Death. Rate  was 
IO066  per  1,000  population  (10o26  in  1 960)0  Ten  deaths  were  registeed 
in  children  under  the  age  of  one  year,  all  of  which  occurred  in  rhe 
first  4  weeks  of  life*  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  13° 13  per  1  000 
1  ive  bi rt- hs  (19°  01  in  1 960 )  ° 

There  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  Infectious  Diseases 
notified,  869  cases  compared  with  113  cases  in  1960„  This  was  due  tc 
the  fact  that  measles  was  epidemic  during  the  year,  800  cases  of  this 
disease  being  notified.  Again  I  am  able  to  report  that  there  were  no 
cases  of  Diphtheria  or  Poliomyelitis  notified  during  the  year-0 

As  in  the  past  years  the  routine  work  of  the  Department  was 

carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  under  the  able  direcciou 
of  Mr0  F°ToHarrison,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspectoro  To  him.  and 
the  other  members  of  my  staff,  I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks 
for  their  loyalty  and  co-operation,,

Your  Inspectors  have  maintained  their  usual  efficiency  with  co-operatior 
from  the  office  staff  and  I  am  sure  that  the  results  of  their  work  which 
appears  in  the  body  of  this  report  will  repay  a  close  study  by  members* 

It  would  be  remiss  of  me  not  to  mention  the  untimely  death  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee,  Councillor  N*  E*  Thorne  and  of  the  Vice 
Chairman,  Alderman  T°  Deeley*  Each  did  sterling  work  on  that  Committee 
and  the  Council,  and  I  would  pay  my  respects  to  their  memory* 

Finally  I  offer  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
Members  of  my  Staff,  to  Chief  Officers  and  Members  of  ’he  Council  for 
their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  past  year*

OPEN  AIR  SWIMMING  BATHS 


Haden  Hill  Park:  Fill  and  Empty  Bath,  water  changed  weekly 

from  the  public  supply  during  the  summer  months.  Manual  chlorination. 
Although  carefully  supervised,  this  type  of  bath  is  unsatisfactory 
from  a  Public  Health  standpoint. 


38  Lovibond  Comparator  tests  gave  38  satisfactory  and  2 
unsatisfactory  results. 
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One  bacteriological  sample  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  proved  completely  sterile . 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  greater  part  of  the  sewage  passes  down  the  Upper  Stour 
Valley  Main  Sewerage  Board's  sewers,  and  is  dealt  with  on  the  land 
irrigation  principle  at  Whittington,  Near  Stourbridge,  the  effluent 
being  discharged  into  the  River  Stour. 

A  small  sewage  disposal  works  is  in  use  at  Tividale,  the 
effluent  being  discharged  into  a  tributory  of  the  Tame. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

No  new  pollution  was  reported  during  the  year. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICES 

There  are  35  cesspools  within  the  Borough  and  these  are 
emptied  regularly  by  a  gully  emptier  from  the  Borough  Surveyor's 
Department  ° 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  Council  is  justifiably  proud  of  its  record  in  Public 
Cleansing  and  the  advances  made  over  the  past  years,  but  there  is  no 
time  for  complacencyo  This  is  a  changing  world  and  the  Cleansing 
Service  does  not  stand  apart  but  advances  with  the  times  o1"  stands 
condemned.  It-  is  useful  on  occasions  to  stand  back  and  view  each  service 
critically  and  in  detail,  in  an  attempt  to  capture  the  correct  trend, 
and  not  to  hesitate  in  adopting  new  ideas  if  any  improvement  In  the 
service  would  be  the  result. 

I  feel  that  the  Cleansing  Service  has  reached  a  very  important 
crossroad  -  it  can  carry  on  in  methods  rapidly  becoming  outdated  or 
it  can  select  one  of  several  improved  systems  after  which  it  is 
committed  to  a  particular  class  of  machine  and  method  for  many  years  to 
come.  As  any  change  involves  considerable  expense  it  follows  that  the 
most  careful  consideration  must  be  given  to  the  existing  and  alternative 
methods  and  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  each. 

What  are  the  basic  functions  of  a  Public  Cleansing  Service  ?  I 

maintain  that  they  are  as  follows  and  in  this  order  of  priority: 

(1)  That  all  putrescible  and  offensive  material  should  be  expeditiously 

removed  from  households  at  least  once  per  week. 
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(2)  That  in  removing,  transporting  and  disposing  of  this  refuse  the 

minimum  of  nuisance  and  risk  to  health  should  be  incurred  both  to 

members  of  the  public  and  to  employees. 

(3)  The  service  should  be  run  as  economically  as  is  practicable. 

Where,  if  at  all,  does  our  present  system  fall  short  of  these 
requirements  ? 

In  the  first  place  we  do  maintain  a  weekly  collection  and  at  the 
present  this  is  adequate,  although  in  some  districts,  particularly 
Scotland,  a  twice  weekly  collection  is  usual.  In  a  climate  such  as 
ours  and  taking  into  consideration  the  changing  character  of  refuse, 
the  advantages  of  a  twice  weekly  collection  over  a.  weekly  collection 
of  the  whole  of  a  town's  refuse  is  in  my  opinion  insufficient  to 
warrant  the  extra  cost.  Therefore  our  existing  service  complies 
with  the  first  condition  for  a  satisfactory  refuse  collection  system „ 

To  avoid  the  question  of  nuisance  at  the  moment  and  test-  as  to 
whether  the  existing  service  complies  with  the  third  requirement  as 
to  economical  administration  and  efficiency: 

the  Ministry  costing  returns  have  always  shown  our  unit  costs  to 
be  well  below  average  and  I  am  satisfied  that  with  a  ratio  of  three 
loaders  and  one  driver  to  each  vehicle  we  are  operating  labour  and 
machines  at  optimum  efficiency.  Any  increase  or  decrease  in  that 
ratio  will  not  result  in  an  equivalent  additional,  output.  Never  the  ess 
it  must  be  appreciated  that  there  is  a  physical  limit  to  the  number  ->f 
bins  which  can  be  dealt  with  by  one  such  round  (about  3,600)  in  a  week 
and  only  then  is  peak  efficiency  reached  in  theory..  In  practice,  as  we 
recently  discovered,  with  five  rounds  moving  a  little  under  l8 ,000  bins 
per  week  any  labour  upset,  mechanical  breakdown,  sickness  or  holiday 
period  rendered  recovery  from  accumulated  rubbish  difficult  particular . 
during  inclement  weather.  Another  unit  of  men  and  machine  was  put 
into  service  and  this  resulted  in  an  easily  achieved  weekly  target  under 
all  conditions  --  but  in  normal  working  periods  each  unit  is  not  working 
to  capacity  and  therefore  cannot  be  said  to  be  reaching  theoretical  top 
efficiency  -  this  has  to  be  sacrificed  to  ensure  compliance  with  a 
weekly  collection.  Fortunately  it  provides  a  useful  *  buffer'  for 
sickness  &c.  and  for  a  gradual  increase  in  the  total  number  of  bins  to 
be  lifted.  Therefore  for  all  practical  purposes  I  am  satisfied  that 
full  and  economic  use  is  being  made  of  labour  and  transport  with  due 
regard  to  contingencies  and  to  continued  expansion  of  the.  service. 

The  second  condition  of  collection  and  transport-  with  the  minimum 
of  nuisance  is  one  which  calls  for  a  most  critical  review.  Is  the 
standard  dustbin  with  its  loose  lid  an  ideal  method  to  store  putrescible 
waste  ?  -  I  doubt  it.  When  bins  are  brought  to  the  kerbside  to  await 
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collection  by  the  vehicle  how  often  are  they  brought  out  without  lids  ? 
in  spite  of  repeated  warnings ,  and  if  they  have  their  lids  intact  and 
there  is  a  heavy  wind  what  is  the  result  ?  Even  dogs  can  remove  a  lid 
from  a  well-filled  bin  and  scatter  the  contents..  How  dustfree  is  the 
side  loader  and  the  fore  and  aft  tipper  ?  Only  a  population  brought  up 
to  expect  dust  during  the  operation  of  refuse  collection  would  fail  to 
notice  the  considerable  nuisance  and  this  is  carried  out  in  every  street 
and  shopping  centre  of  every  town*  What  happens  when  the  vehicle 
discharges  its  load  ?  -  particularly  in  built  up  areas  such  as  ours. 

One  has  only  to  observe  refuse  collection  employees  after  working 
one  day  to  appreciate  the  vast  amount  of  dust  which  finds  its  way  back 
to  street  and  person  during  a  cycle  of  collection  and  disposal.. 

On  this  second  count,  one  of  hygiene  and  health,  the  system  falls 
very  short  of  ideal  both  in  the  design  of  the  container  (the  dustbin) 
and  the  vehicle  (the  fore  and  aft  tipper)  and  with  a  population  rapidly 
becoming  more  hygiene  conscious  it  is  up  to  Local  Authorities  and 
Manufacturers  to  improve  their  methods  wherever  practicable o 

What,  then,  are  the  alternatives  available  today  to  provide  a  more 
dustfree  and  hygienic  service  ?  These  readily  divide  themselves  into 
two  categories* 

(1)  Special  Bins  and  JDustless’  loading  vehicles.. 

(2)  The  Paper  Sack  system* 

In  considering  the  first  alternative  let  us  be  tinder  no  delusions  - 
it  is  not  a  dustless  system  -  It  is  comparatively  speaking  dustfree  but 
even  with  a  special  bin  and  expensive  vehicle  a  small  amount  of  dust 
escapes*  The  phrase  0 dustless  loading*  has  caught  on,  but  although  the 
system  is  excellent  nobody  can  suggest  that  it  is  ideal* 

In  principle  the  several  systems  are  identical  in  that  special 
heavy  bins  with  hinged  lids  are  used  together  with  a  purpose-made 
vehicle  which  incorporates  lifting  gear  and  a  flap  valve  through  which 
the  refuse  is  discharged  from  the  bin  without  the  lid  of  the  bin  being 
opened  until  it  is  in  contact  with  this  valve.  Obviously  the  bin  design, 
particularly  the  lid  and  opening,  have  to  be  accurate  within  a  fairly  fine 
tolerance  to  fit  to  the  valve,  and  must  be  extremely  strong  to  prevent 
distortion  during  use. 

The  advantage  of  the  s dustless 1  loading  system  is  purely  that  during 
collection  the  bin  must  be  brought  out  with  lid  complete  and  loading  is 
comparatively  dustfree*  It  is  further  claimed  that  the  hydraulic 
lifting  of  the  bin  reduces  fatigue  in  operatives* 
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The  disadvantages  are  mainly  economical  ~  the  dustbin  is  almost 
double  the  price  of  a  standard  bin  and  the  vehicle  is  an  expensive 
and  more  complicated  item  compared  to  the  now  traditional  fore  and 
aft  tipper. 

Other  disadvantages  include  a  much  heavier  bin  to  manhandle, 
a  slowing  down  of  the  whole  procedure  of  bin  emptying  and  in  some 
cases  the  need  for  a  separate  collection  of  large  items  of  refuse. 

The  paper  sack  system  seems  at  first  to  be  an  ideal  solution 
but  it  has  its  disadvantages  which  will  be  outlined  later. 

The  system  works  as  follows each  household  is  provided  with 
a  8 sack  holder’  which  incorporates  a  lid  and  may  be  fixed  t-c  a  wall 
or  free -standing.  A  paper  bag  is  fixed  to  the  holder  by  a  sample 
clip  and  the  two  form  a  receptacle  of  approximately  the  same  capacity 
as  a  Zk  cuo  ft.  dustbin.  The  sack  is  specially  made  to  withstand 
heat  and  water  and  in  practice  little  difficulty  is  experienced 
with  the  exception  that  damage  has  been  caused  by  cats.  Experiments 
are  being  -''■arrred  out  with  cat  ’repellents 5  ard  no  doubt  this  trouble 
will  be  overcome.  The  dustman  leaves  a  new  sack  each  week  and 
collects  the  full  one,. 

Advantages  include  the  fact  that  the  whole  operation  is  noiseless, 
dust free  and  clean  for  the  workman.  Only  one  journey  is  ne<  essary  "o 
the  rear  of  the  house  as  there  is  no  empty  bin  to  return  and  the  we; ght 
of  the  dustbin  is  eliminated  -  further  reducing  labour  and  fatig  e 

No  special  and  expensive  vehicle  is  needed  -  the  fore  ar.<  a i* 
tipper  is  adequate  -  and  emptying  at  the  tip  creates  less  nuisance 
than  any  other  system. 

Disadvantages  again  are  mainly  as  to  cost  but  some  difficulty 
could  be  created  on  a  tip  and  it  certainly  complicates  any  salvage 
recovery  from  refuse.  Further  an  Authority  is  tied  to  Paper 
Manufacturers  as  to  price  of  sacks,  delivery  &c.  and  this  may  not  be 

a  good  thing.  Nevertheless  it  is  a  very  clean  system  and  where  in 
operation  it  is  said  that  employees  are  able  to  wear  white  overalls. 

Looking  at  the  administrative  and  economic  side  of  the  refuse 
collection  service  it  has  long  been  realised  that  in  this  area  of 
full  employment  the  Local  Authority  cannot  compete  for  labour 
without  an  adequate  bonus  payment  and  in  drawing  up  such  a  scheme 
consideration  has  been  given  to  substantial  rewards  for  substantial 
efforts  and  this  must  not  be  lost  sight  of  in  any  changeover. 

In  the  case  of  ’dust-less’  loading  virtually  no  change  would 
be  necessary  as  the  slowing  down  would  be  compensated  for  by 
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reduced  fatigue  and  the  present  “buffer9  allowing  for  growth  of  the 
service.  But  in  the  case  of  the  sack  system  it  is  claimed  that  an 
economy  of  manpower  is  effected  and  this  appears  to  me  to  be  in  each 
team  the  man  who  returns  the  empty  bin.  This  could  well  upset  the 
ratio  of  men  to  vehicle,  possibly  changing  if  from  three  loaders  and 
a  driver  to  two  loaders  and  a  driver  with  the  same  output .  This  in 
turn  under  the  present  bonus  scheme  would  mean  additional  bonus  to 
each  of  the  remaining  men  as  there  is  one  fewer  to  share  and  one 
fewer  to  contribute  his  daily  stint  before  bonus  becomes  payable . 

In  other  words  the  bonus  would  go  upby  over  £40’  0.  0.  per  man  per 
week  almost  offsetting  the  saving  made  by  reducing  the  team  by  one 
man.  Yet  the  job  should  be  less  arduous  and  cleaner.  A  difficulty 
is  obviously  to  be  faced  in  amending  the  scheme  by  an  increased  stint 
or  a  reduced  bonus ,  a  delicate  negotiation  for  any  Committee .

At  present  a  driver  and  County  Crawler  Tractor  levels  and  covers 
the  refuse  by  means  of  sand  and  other  material,  accepted  for  free 
disposal  but  this  will  be  insufficient  when  we  operate  two  tips, 
necessary  for  geographical  reasons.  We  shall  need  to  dig  and 
transport  our  own  cover  and  to  this  end  should  consider  the  purchase 
of  a  suitable  mechanical  shovel  preferably  with  protected  tyres  for 
use  on  both  tips.  It  cannot  be  over  emphasised  that  mechanisation 
of  disposal  leads  to  efficiency  with  economy „ 

Waste  paper  is  recovered  by  a  special  collection  vehicle  and 
not  only  saves  valuable  space  on  the  tip  but  usually  shows  some 
profit  on  operating  costs.  Over  many  years  the  price  of  waste  paper 
has  fluctuated  from  very  high  to  very  low,  sometimes  showing 
considerable  profit  and  at  others  none  at  all.  A  levelling  out  has 
been  attempted  over  recent  years  but  it  has  often  been  found  necessary 
to  impose  restrictions  on  the  quantity  accepted  at  the  Mills  with  the 
result  that  Authorities  have  been  left  with  quantities  of  paper  to 
burn  or  dispose  of  otherwise . 


The  lesson  we  learn  from  this  is  to  maintain  a  normal  factory 
and  business  collection  and  not  to  spend  considerable  sums  of  money 
on  extending  the  service  to  domestic  property  when  there  is  a 
dubious  market o  The  Common  Market  may  well  have  repercussions  on 
the  paper  trade  and  caution  has  to  be  observed  and  commonsense 
applied. 
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In  disposal  by  tipping  it  is  uneconomical  at  the  present  time 
to  recover  scrap  metal,  cullet  or  rags. 

The  future  trend,  then,  in  refuse  collection  is  definitely  towards 
» dustless '  loading  in  one  manner  or  another,  with  more  complex  vehicles 
and  a  more  expensive  service-  Possibly  a  gradual  movement  towards  a 
twice  weekly  service  and  if  a  reduction  can  be  made  in  the  price  of 
paper  sacks  from  4)fedo  to  ljfcd.  each  or  other  methods  devised  of 
offsetting  costs  e.g-  using  the  sacks  as  an  advertising  medium  then 
that  system  may  well  prove  both  practicable  and  comparatively 
economical . 

With  an  eye  to  "Clean  Air'  and  to  economy  and  simplification 
of  vehicles  one  can  sincerely  regret  the  passing  of  the  electric 
truck  as  a  refuse  freighter  and  the  apparent  lack  of  interest  or 
development  in  this  direction  as  opposed  to  diesel  or  petrol 
engined  vehicles o 

In  conclusion,  in  spite  of  the  re-organisation  proposals  fox 
Local  Government  in  the  Black  Country  and  the  likelihood  of 
Amalgamation  with  other  Boroughs  I  make  no  apology  for  submitting 
the  foregoing  report  for  your  consideration  at  this  o ime «  This 
Council  has  always  been  receptive  to  new  ideas  and  will  no  donbu 
carry  that  quality  forward  to  any  larger  body  of  which  it  may 
eventually  form  part.  My  purpose  has  been  to  try  to  stimulate 
interest  and  thought  which  may  result  in  the  best  and  most  etficienf 
service  possible  in  the  light  of  the  knowledge  available.  Surely  if 
amalgamation  does  come  then  an  opportunity  arises  for  a  Committee 
with  vision  and  a  Chief  Officer  with  organising  ability  to  weld  a 
united  refuse  collection  service  of  such  a  quality  as  to  be  the  err  j 
of  the  rest  of  the  Country.  In  the  meantime  the  Council  should 
consider  the  aims  and  ideals  outlined  in  this  report  and  the 
possibility  of  pilot  schemes  as  a  feeler  to  future  progress.

The  above  costings  are  made  comparative  with  last  years  actual 
costs  which  included  eight  months  with  .six  rounds  and  four  months 

with  five  rounds. 
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Manchester  is  operating  a  pilot  scheme  of  paper  sack  refuse 
collection  with  3? 000  sacks  and  one  team  consisting  of  a  driver  and 
two  men  which  would  appear  to  confirm  my  contention  that  this  scheme 
results  in  saving  one  man  per  team.  However  this  is  without  bonus 
payment  and  it  may  be  found  possible  in  practice  to  reduce  the 
number  of  teams  by  using  one  vehicle  and  four  loaders  to  deal  with 
4,500  premises  per  week,  so  reducing  transport  costs  by  one  third, 
a  further  reduction  in  annual  running  costs  of  £4,000®  It  must  be 
appreciated  that  any  reduction  in  labour  costs  would  have  to  be  by 
natural  wastage  and  so  an  extra  load  on  wages  would  be  carried  for 
some  little  time®

MEAT  INSPECTION 

Twenty  six  slaughtermen's  licences  were  renewed  during  the 
year. 

The  work  of  improving  private  slaughterhouses  is  proceeding 
satisfactorily.  Already  three  are  completely  modernised  and  a 
credit  to  the  butchers  concerned  and  a  further  three  are  nearing 
completion.  Plans  have  been  submitted  for  rebuilding  another 
slaughterhouse  and  it  would  appear  that  the  number  in  operation 
after  January,  1963-1  will  not  exceed  seven,  but  this  number  will 
be  more  than  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  district. 

One  of  the  most  outstanding  and  satisfactory  indications  from 
the  statistics  quoted  in  this  report  is  the  virtual  elimination 
of  tuberculosis  in  cattle,  a  direct  result  of  the  national 
eradication  of  tuberculosis  scheme  and  a  big  step  forward  in 
reducing  losses  from  diseased  meat.

instal  subject  to  extensive  works  of  soundproofing  to  both  hammers, 
and  it  is  confidently  expected  that  the  noise  level  from  both 
machines  when  suitably  fixed  in  proofed  buildings  will  be  less  than 
that  at  present  experienced  from  one  such  hammer . 

HOUSES  IN  MULTI -OCCUPATION 

The  Housing  Act,  1961,  among  other  things  enables  a  Local 
Authority  to  improve  Houses  in  Multi-Occupation  by  the  reduction  of 
overcrowding  and  provision  of  extra  facilities.  The  Act  bristles 
with  difficulties  but  fortunately  the  problem  of  this  type  of 
property  is  not  so  acute  in  this  as  it  is  in  adjoining  Boroughs. 

We  are  successfully  dealing  with  four  such  houses  in  the  manner 
provided  for  by  the  Act.
